Bureau of Animal Industry Report on Calfhood Vaccination Six-Year Experiment Proves the Necessity 


of Adult Vaccination to Control Bang’s Disease

From a very extensive experience 
with Bang’s disease vaccination, as 
well as a thorough study of all of 
the principal published literature on 
this disease, it has long been the 
author’s opinion that when Bang’s 
disease appears in the adult cattle 
herd that in most cases practically 
all animals in this herd become in- 
fected and coutinue to show evidence 
of Bang’s infection in one form and 
enother for several years unless they 
are properly vaccinated against this 
infection. In other words, a Bang’s 
infected herd where vaccination is 
uot practiced on adult cattle, is like- 
ly to show evidence of this disease 
as long as it contains unvaccinated 
animals. This may be as long as 10 
cr 15 years. We believe that the in- 
formation given in the second report 
on calf vaccination on March 12, 
1943, proves the necessity and the 
advisability of vaccinating adult in- 
fected cattle for the control of 
Bang’s disease. We will make the 
® "€cessary comments following the 
quotation of this report. 

“Brucellosis Reduced in Infected 
Herds—At the close of the study, 
there were in the herds 718 of the 
criginal reactors and 189 of the 
original suspects. Of the positive 
hon-vaccinated animals among those 
originally tested, 343 were found to 
be negative as a result of the test 
applied during the latter part of the 
six-year period, and 1,284 of the 
Ron-vaccinated negative cattle at 
the time of the original test were 
still on the last test. During the 
Calendar year 1941, a total of 199 
honvaccinated cows which had been 
oo ill herds since January, 

’ ed. It is apparent from 


this extensive study of calfhood vac- 
cination under field conditions that 
the incidence of brucellosis in these 
infected herds was greatly reduced. 
The owners of the herds in which 
this work was conducted were well 
pleased with the results, and many 
of them have written to this effect 
to the bureau inspectors in charge, 
under whose supervision the work 
was conducted. Much care was exer- 
cised by the veterinarians conducting 
this work in the field, which has had 
an important bearing on the favor- 
able results: obtained.”’ 

A study of the figures given in the 
second report on the calf vaccina- 
tion program which has been con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry for a period of 6 years and 
which was released on March 12, 
1943, by Dr. John R. Mohler, proves 
beyond all reasonable doubt that 
from a practical and economical 
standpoint there is something else 
beside calf vaccination needed in or- 
der to get satisfactory results. 

This report shows that on Janu- 
ary 1, 1936, when this experiment 
was started with 260 Bang’s infected 
herds in 24 states, that there were 
7110 head of positive and suspicious 
reactors to the Bang’s blood test in 
these herds. These cattle were not 
vaccinated and 6 years later there 
were only 907 of them remaining— 
a loss of 87+%. 

This report also shows that during 
this time 21,005 calves between 5 
and 7 months of age were vaccinated 
with Strain 19 Bang’s vaccine and 
that there were 17,737 head of them 
still remaining in these herds (which 
had been reduced to 241) or a loss 
of only 15+%. While considera-

tion should be given to the fact that 
the positive and suspicious reactors 
were older than the _ vaccinated 
calves, therefore were subjected to 
other causes that made it advisable 
to remove them from the herd, (in 
addition to those effects resulting 
from Bang’s infection) it is evi- 
dent that 4 or 5 times as many of 
the infected (but not vaccinated) 
cattle were removed as were those 
that were vaccinated. 

From the above figures we con- 
clude that in very badly infected 
herds where only the calves are vac- 
cinated and used for replacement in 
the herd, but that the adult Bang’s 
infected cattle are not vaccinated, 
that it would require from 8 to 10 
years to completely replace the 
Bang’s infected herds with replace- 
ments of vaccinated heifer calves, 
and that there would be abortions 
and the other complications during 
this entire period. With vaccina- 
tion of the adult Bang’s infected 
herd, this would not occur for longer 
than a few months to one year (in 
some of the cows that were infected 
at the time of vaccination;) there- 
fore, one can only conclude that in 
badly infected herds the control of 
Rang’s disease through vaccinating 
only the calves is too slow and is 
not an economical practice. Adult 
vaccination will accomplish as much 
in one year in the badly infected 
herd that has Bang’s disease as can 
be accomplished in 8 or 10 years 
by calf vaccination only. 

In private correspondence with 
Dr. John R. Mohler, former Chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, he 
has expressed the opinion that vac- 
cination with Strain 19 vaccine will 





produce immunity in adult cattle in 
just the same manner and as ef- 
fectively as it does in younger ani- 
mals or i. e. in calves. Dr. W. A. 
Hagan, dean of the New York State 
Veterinary College and at the pres- 
ent time special assistant to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, makes the statement in his 
recently published book, ‘“‘The In- 
fectious Diseases of Domestic Ani- 
mals’’, that it is possible to immune 
adult cattle against Bang’s disease 
through vaccination just the same 
as is being done by producing im- 
munity in calves by vaccination. Dr. 
I. Forrest Huddleson, of Michigan 
Agricultural College, in his book, 
“Brucellosis of Man and Animals’’, 
also makes the same statement as 
Dr. Hagan and as Dr. John R. Mob- 
ler 


It has for many 
author’s opinion, based on _ prac- 
tical experience, that the most eco- 
pomical and satisfactory way to get 
HKang’s disease under control in the 
adult herd is to vaccinate the entire 
herd with Bang’s vaccine Strain 19. 
Some veterinarians have made it a 
practice to vaccinate only those cows 
or heifers that have not aborted, as- 
suming that an animal that aborts 
will immune herself against the in- 
fection. We know from practical 
experience that this is not true, and 
Dr. John R. Mohler, in a personal let- 
ter to the author, states that in a 
study of 3400 cows that aborted it 
was found that 25% of them aborted 
the second time. There are still other 
veterinarians who are of the opinion 
that in a badly infected herd many 
of the cows will pick up infection 
and immune themselves in a rea- 
sonable length of time. From the fig- 
ures given in this report made by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
which shows that 29.2% of the cat- 
tle in these 260 herds reacted to the 
blood test and an additional 8.4% 
gave a suspicious reaction to the 
biood test, which means that 37.6% 
of these cattle were either positive 
or suspicious to the blood test, which 
would be a very high degree of in- 
fection, and yet out of this number 
of cattle, most of which were kept 
in contact as herd units for a per- 
iod of 6 years. we learn that at the 
end of 6 years there were 718 of the 
original reactors and 189 of the 
suspicious reactors. making a total 
of 907 head still remaining in the 
berd. Since there was more than 
37% of the herd infected at the time 
of vaccination. this means that there 
should have been 7.110 head of cat- 
tle that were either infected with 
Bang’s disease or suspicious as 
shown by their blood test. There- 
fore there had been a reduction in 
these 7,110 head of approximately 
6,203 head of cattle over a period of 
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years been the 


6 years; and it is reasonable to as- 
sume that many of these cattle were 
removed from the herd and prob- 
ebly most of them due to the fact 
that they were suffering from some 
phase of Bang’s infection which 
made them undesirable and which 
probably certainly would indicate 
to any live stock officials that it is 
poor policy and not at all likely to 
give satisfactory results to encour- 
age any herd owner who has Bang’s 
infection in his adult cattle to at- 
tempt to build up an entire herd 
through vaccinating the calves only 
and letting the cows carry the in- 
fection and not vaccinate them 
against it. 

The reader will note that out of 
these 907 positive and suspicious 
cows remaining in these herds at the 


The Dairy Breeds Work Together 


Report of President Joseph W. Al- 
sop of the Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Association at the Cleveland meet- 
ing on February 22, 1944. 


Our Association, as_ originally 
planned, consisted of three repre- 
sentatives from each of the great 
Purebred Dairy Cattle organizations 
of the country, namely: The Ayr- 
shire Breeders’ Association, The 
Brown Swiss Cattle Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation of America, The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, and 
The Amercian Jersey Cattle Club. 
Since that time two representatives 
have been added from the Purebred 
organizations of Canada, and two 
from the Dairy Science Association. 
Our Association has seven directors, 
made up of the five breed secretaries 
plus a president and a_vice-presi- 
dent. 

The first meeting of representa- 
tives of the five breeds of dairy cat- 
tle was held only four years ago, to 
wit, on February 6, 1940. on invita- 
tion of Mr. Henry Jeffers, President 
of the Walker Gordon Company, at 
his home in Plainsborough, New Jer- 
sey. The following summer, in July, 
an organization meeting was held at 
Peterborough, New Hampshire, on 
invitation of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. At this meeting a con- 
stitution and by-laws were adopted, 
officers elected and general discus- 
sion took place concerning the mat- 
ters to which he newly formed or- 
ganization might address itself for 
the general betterment of the Pure- 
bred Dairy Cattle Industry. Since 
that time five regular meetings have 
been held, besides numerous meet- 
ings of sub-committees and breed 
secretaries.

vith that of an animal of any other 
treed without difficult and even com- 
niex calculations. 

"The result has been that teachers 
of agriculture being fairly com- 
rletely © nfused themselves, have 
orettY largely taken the stand that 
vntil the breed organizations should 
wake up to the fact that they should 


randardize their rules and methods 


¢ operation that it would be impos- 
ible for them, as teachers, to ex- 
lain them intelligently to their stu- 


ents. 

While we have five breeds of 
purebred Dairy Cattle, it is still true 
that although each of these breeds 
onsists of animals of a different 
family, they all have precisely the 
non underlying physical character- 
istics so far as the laws of genetics 
re concerned. The standards by 
hich an animal of any one breed 
should be measured from a scientific 
tandpoint are necessarily exactly 
he same as those applying to an an- 
imal of any other breed. 

It is for the above reason that our 
{ssociation has so seriously ad- 
iressed itself to the standardization 
f methods of evaluating cattle. 
There seemed to us five projects to 
which we should first address our- 
selves, they were as follows:  uni- 
form standards for judging and score 
cards; uniform rules and require- 
ments concerning the artificial in- 
semination of cattle; uniform rules 
for registry testing, whether ad- 
vanced registry or herd improvement 
testing; uniform rules for herd 
classfiication and uniform rules for 
the proving of sires. 

The first principal work which 
our organization has completed is 
the great accomplishment of a uni- 
form score card. Mr. John S. Clark 
of The Guernsey Club was chairman 
of the committee which did this 
work. I sat in at a number of their 
meetings, and I can truthfully tell 
you there was no one line, no punc- 
tuation mark, no numeral, and no 
part of any animal on the present 
score card which was not a subject 
of lengthy and earnest discussion. 
The meetings of Mr. Clark’s com- 
mittee were attended, in addition to 
the regular members of the com- 
mittee, by a number of the principal 
judges of dairy cattle from through- 
out the country. This card has now 
been adopted by each of the five 
breed associations, by the Dairy Sci- 
*nece Association, and I believe, ap- 
broved by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. In my opinion, it is 
one of the greatest steps forward 
by Purebred cattle breeders taken 
during the last quarter of a century. 
00,000 of the cards have been 
Printed and arrangements made with 


the appropriate institution in each 
state for their distribution and use, 
both for teaching and judging pur- 
poses. 


Another committee has a record 
of accomplishment; namely, the com- 
mittee in connection with artificial 
insemination. Uniform blanks for the 
use of all breeds, uniform require- 
ments governing the formation and 
operation of cooperatives and all the 
necessary safeguards to be thrown 
around this work by the Purebred 
people have been carefully gone into 
and worked out and in each state a 
department of the state university 
or college has been made the author- 
ity for carrying out the requirements 
so that we are now on a uniform, 
strict and workable basis for arti- 
ficial insemination work. This proj- 
ect entailed a large number of meet- 
ings and a tremendous amount of 
discussion by various experts. 


The three important matters we 
still are not yet in agreement on 
gre uniform rules for official test- 
ing, both advanced registry and herd 
testing, uniform rules for herd class- 
ification and uniform rules for prov- 
ing sires. The committees in charge 
of these vitally important matters 
have held many meetings. There 
are twenty different aspects of ad- 
vanced registry testing on which 
agreement is being sought. There 
are seventeen such aspects of herd 
improvement testing. It can, there- 
fore, easily be seen -how difficult 
and how lengthy the bringing our- 
selves to see eye to eye on these 
highly controversial matters must 


necessarily be. On a great many of 
the aspects of testing, all associa- 
tions are in agreement; on others 
some associations are agreed, while 
other associations have not yet fall- 
en into line. 

My conviction is, that from a scien- 
tific standpoint, there is no valid 
reason why the rules and standards 
tor evaluating dairy cattle should 
not be the same within all breeds, 
and I am further firmly convinced 
that until this has taken place the 
Purebred Cattle Industry cannot look 
forward to the expansion to which 
the merit of its animals should justly 
entitle it. 

I am equally convinced, judging 
by the progress which we have al- 
ready made that before many more 
meetings of this Association have 
been held, we can put before the 
teachers of dairy science and the 
farmer prospects for our Purebred 
Cattle, such a set of rules and 
standards as will be understandable 
by all and that when this has been 
brought about we can look forward 
to years of increase and prosperity 
for the Purebred Industry beyond 
anything we have envisioned in the 
past. 

It has been, during my term of 
office, a constant pleasure to me to 
work with this large group of Pure- 
bred breeders and Dairy Scientists, 
but it has been of even more pleasure 
to me to see the increasing feeling 
of cooperation which has grown up 
among us all while during these last 
few years we have gathered around 
the council table and discussed to- 
gether our mutual problems,

It has been said again that the 
South possesses great potentialities 
for milk production, and milk con- 
sumption. 

If this is true, what steps are im- 
perative if one aspires to become a 
sucessful Holstein dairyman in 
Dixie? And will the South, having 
generously sampled the steady in- 
come; the soil improving, mortgage 
paying features of dairying under 
the stimulus of war-created demand, 
find or develop in Peace, the markets 
so necessary for a large permanent 
dairy industry? 

These are pointed questions 
when literally thousands of Hol- 
steins, collectively, are being ‘‘mi- 
grated”’ south into Virginia, Tennes- 
see, ‘the Carolinas and elsewhere. 
Here are some of the answers as told 
to me. 

There is already a thriving indus- 
try here. For years there have been 
eminently successful breeders of 
dairy cattle of the various breeds 
and a steadily growing dairy prod- 
ucts business. Hence there is a base 
for the present expansion and a 
reasonable hope for the future. In 
1943 much milk from the North was 
brought down into this area. North 
Carolina alone imported the equival- 
ent of 977 trainloads of fluid milk 
of 50 cars each, and in addition 
many carloads of cream. 


The story of Cottonade Farm at 
Fayetteville, North Carolina is_ in- 
spiring because as manager Frank 
L. Holcombe says, “It provides a 
striking demonstration that dairy 
cows improve the land and that Hol- 
steins do ‘like’ the sonth.”’ 


Ten years ago when the first cows

“*Sandhills,’’ the poor land ridge that 
extends thru a small portion of the 
Carolinas arid Georgia. As the name 
“Cottonade”’ implies it was once the 
home of old King Cotton. But the 
King had gone, the sand bleached, 
and buildings were nil. The new 
owner, Mr. William Sutherland of 
Chicago had purchased cows to im- 
prove the land, and he erected all the 
buildings now on the place. 


Mr. Sutherland’s experiences with 
this herd and the way he has built 
up this farm represents a real con- 
tribution to the knowledge of how to 
become a successful southern dairy- 
man. For instance, there’s a reason 
why the production of his sixty-cow 
Holstein herd in D.H.I.A. work av- 
eraged 12,549 pounds of milk and 
444 pounds of butterfat mostly 
2X milking.

Gain is Phenomenal 


In the early life of the herd. be- 
fore the land was improved or abun- 
dant pastures assured, the average 
was 7,004 pounds of milk and 252 
pounds of butterfat. The phenom- 
enal four year average of 444 pounds 
of butterfat is significant of some- 
thing. 


We also tound that he grained his 
cows at the rate of only one pound of 
grain to five pounds of milk pro- 
duced, whereas the practice usually 
recommended by dairy authorities is 
to feed Holsteins one pound of grain 
for every 3% to four pounds of milk, 
and Jerseys and Guernseys at the 
rate of one pound of grain for every 
2% to three pounds of milk. It is 
necessary to provide more roughage 
for Holsteins.

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A Visit at Gray View Farm

RAY VIEW FARM is located 

near the village of Union Grove, 
wisconsin. It is owned by Harvey 
4 Nelson and his sons. Harvey Nel- 
son needs no introduction to Wiscon- 
sin people, for he has been a leader 
in Holstein affairs in that state for 
many years. and is at present a di- 
rector of the State Association. It’s 
the father and son combination, and 
the Holstein herd they are building, 
that this story is about. 

The buildings are painted gray, 
the yard is picked up neat and clean, 
and there is a definite atmosphere of 
thrifty, successful farming about the 
place. The barn on the home farm 
is a big L-shaped affair, which one 
enters at the end of the short wing 
in which he finds a row of calf pens 
on one side opposite a row of spaci- 
ous maternity pens.

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breed has ever seen. Still, this was 
perhaps the most important step in 
Mr. Nelson’s career—the purchase of 
his first registered Holstein bull, and 
as such was more significant to him 
than Carnation King Sylvia ever was 
to Carnation Milk Farms. 


The next important herd sire was 
Carnation King Ormsby Mercedes, a 
son of that $106,000 Carnation sire, 
out of a daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes. The get of this 
second herd sire won the blue ribbon 
at the Wisconsin State Fair in 1924. 

Bull number three was another 
from Carnation, and he was followed 
by a K.P.O.P. bred sire from Har- 
grove and Arnold. Bull number five 
was more important as far as the 
present Gray View herd is eoncerned. 
He was Hoesly Fobes Joe Home- 
stead, a son of North Star Joe Home- 
stead which Mr. Nelson owned with 
five other breeders. A son of this 
sire, Gray View Fobes Joe, is the 
sire of about 15 of the heifers in the 
herd today. 

The Dispersal 


In 1936, with three of the four 
children nearly ready to go to col- 
lege, the financial sledding became 
pretty rough, and it was necessary to 
sell the herd. Immediately after the 
sale, Mr. Nelson started building 
his present herd. Gray View Fobes 
Joe was brought back to be 
mated with the new foundation 
herd. For several years his offspring 
at Gray View were sold about as fast 
as they became of saleable age, and 
today there are some 15 of his 
daughters in the herd, the first ones 
due to freshen this year. He has 
become a proven sire in HIR test, 
however, with a fine record of im- 
provement to his credit. He is clas- 
sified ‘‘very good.’”’ His first seven 
HIR daughters on 3X milking aver- 
aged 609 Ibs. fat from 17,600 Ibs. 
milk. 

The Pansys 


After the dispersal Mr. Nelson did 
quite a bit of browsing around in 
other Wisconsin herds looking for 
new foundation material. Up north 
in Dunn County, he discovered a 
truly remarkable little herd owned 
by Harry F. Hansman. The best cows 
of all in this herd were daughters of 
the senior sire, Sir Pansy Beets 
Ormsby Burke 729720, a bull bred 
by the St. Croix County Asylum at 
New Richmond, Wis., sired by Sir 
Pansy Bess Burke, he by the 962-Ib. 
Triune Pansy and from a 960-Ib. 
daughter of Marathon Bess Burke.

the bell, for the tenth successive year

Herd Test of better than 500 Ibs. 
‘at, each and every year on 70 head 
i more. Due to war-time conditions 

f labor and feed, Mark’s 1943 herd 
-yerage Was lowest since 1934 but 
‘an still good enough to rank with 
the best ever turned in by any other 
erd of its size, the 73 head on 
srictly 3X milking averaging 14,369 
hs. milk, 3.5%, 516.9 Ibs. fat. This 
“yes Overbrook an eleven-year av- 
erage on 77 head, all on 3X except 
for one or two on 2X the first two 
cears, of 15,680 lbs. milk, 531.2 Ibs. 
fat, and an average for the past ten 
vears of 15,912 lbs. milk, 538.6 Ibs. 
‘at. Of all the herds in the official 
Herd Test of our breed, only one 
ther herd, regardless of size or 
number of milkings per day has ever 
equalled these figures for either 11 
vars or for best 10 consecutive 
ears. That herd is Ionia State Hos- 
vital in Michigan, which on a herd 
f less than half the size of Over- 
rook, noses into the lead by a bare 
alf a pound of fat for best 10 con- 
secutive years and by just a few 
sounds for the 11-year period. 

In their 11 years of HIR testing 
end the ten preceding years of AR 

nd CTA testing, Overbrook has de- 
‘eloped the astonishing total of 63 
100,000-lb. cows, according to Mark’s 
hooks, with 44 of these officially rec- 
cgnized by the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, the other 19 
including part CTA work. 

Of these, two are officially over 
the 200,000-lb. mark. They are 
Fssex Susie Sweet (E.) with of- 
ficial credits to Nov. 30, 1943, of 
°33,243.4 lbs. milk, 6,836.5 lbs. fat. 
This does not include her CTA rec- 
ord made as a two-year-old nor of 
course her production since Nov. 30. 
Mark’s book credits her to March 31, 
944, with 250,581 Ibs. milk. 

The other 200,000-lb. cow at Over- 
brook is Essex Suzone April Belle 
VG) with official credits to Nov. 
30 of 223,418 lbs. milk, 7,473.7 Ibs. 
fat and unofficial credits in Mark’s 
book to March 31, 1944, of 228,086 
lbs. milk, 7,659 Ibs. fat. Both of 
these cows are still in production 
and either officially or unofficially 
are the two leading lifetime produ- 
eers still living. 

“April Belle” is the oldest daugh- 
ler of the former Overbrook herd 
sire, Bell Farm Suzone (Gold Medal 
end VG). a sire that Mark believes 
has never been fully appreciated by 
the Holstein public. His 100th HIR 
daughter is now on test at Overbrook

and there are two more yet to fresh- 
en, for good measure, so he will 
surely be the first ‘‘Century Sire’”’ in 
the Red Book. Back in Vol. 6 of the 
Red Book, Bell Farm Suzone was 
first announced with an index on 14 
pairs, 3X, of 521 lbs. fat and this has 
steadily grown each year. By last 
year it had risen to 597 lbs. fat on 
§0 pairs and we hear from the Brat- 
tieboro office that Vol. 15 will credit 
him with an 80-pair index of 601 
lbs. fat. We believe this to be the 
highest index ever recorded on 80 
pairs or more and we know of no 
other sire with a 600-lb. index on 
anything like that number of pairs. 

Present senior sire at Overbrook 
is another Gold Medal Sire, Dunlog- 
gin Design, who in addition to his 
Gold Medal rating is classified Excel- 
lent. A new index on Design has 
just been released from Brattleboro, 
covering 30 dam-daughter pairs, the 
figures being 20,930 lbs. milk, 
3.88%, 812 lbs. fat. Mr. Nichols of 
the AR office would not authorize a 
definite statement until the indexes 
of the year have all been compiled— 
they are currently in progress—-but 
it is believed that this is the highest 
index for any sire with 30 or niore 
pairs. We also wonder if any other 
sire was ever mated with dams av- 
eraging over 600 Ibs. fat and still 
raised production by over 90 Ibs.: 
or what sire mated with dams aver- 
aging over 18,000 lbs. milk ever 
raised milk production by 1340 lbs. 
end at the same time raised the test 
by almost 2% points. 

Mark reports that up to April 1, 
1944, Dunloggin Design had just 
50 daughters finish HIR records all 
as 2-year-old on 3X milking and the 
average of the actual figures is 562 
lbs. fat. This he says includes rec- 
cerds that were not completed due to 
death and includes records made un- 
der any and all handicaps, illnesses 
and misfortunes, in short every rec- 
ord on every daughter that freshened 
in the herd. About two-thirds of 
these records were made under the 
handicap of war conditions. Fifteen 
of these have already come back with 
three-year-old records and these av- 
erage 671 lbs. fat on 3X and include 
2ll that have completed a second lac-

tation. Every one of these second 
calf records was made under war- 
time conditions. Three Design sons 
are or have been in service with him 
at Overbrook and the three already 
ave close to half a hundred young 
daughters growing up in the herd. 
At least one other younger son of 
Design is being groomed for future 
service on the home farm. 

The Overbrook herd, as_ most 
World readers know, has been 21 
years in the building. It was back in 
1923 that Mark Keeney was engaged 
by Essex County Hospital at Cedar 
Grove, N. J., as Superintendent of 
Dairy and was charged with the re- 
sponsibility of laying the foundation 
for a Holstein herd. The story has 
been told many times, how he se- 
lected King Sweet, then a tried sire, 
coming four years old, as the first 
herd sire, and developed him into a 
Gold Medal Sire, with 14 daughters 
that have life records, official and 
partly official, from 100,000 to over 
250,000 lbs. milk; how he selected 
Bell Farm Suzone before birth on 
the basis of the dams back of him, 
end built him up to be a Gold Medal 
Sire with 15 daughters that have of- 
ficially produced over 100,000 Ibs. 
milk, leading all sires in this respect, 
with an official top of 223,418 (un- 
officially 228,086 lbs.): then North 
Star Jim Dandy, also purchased as a 
kaby and who also became a Gold 
Medal Sire with seven 100,000-Ib. 
daughters to date: and finally Dun- 
loggin Design, selected as a young- 
ster, who became Overbrook’s fourth 
Gold Medal Sire. Practically the en- 
tire Overbrook herd of today is 
made up of animals tracing to at 
least two of these and a great num- 
ber of them combine the blood of 
all four sires. To these four Gold 
Medal Sires, to the master mind of 
Mark Keeney who plans the breeding 
program as well as the details of 
feed, care and herd management 
which are so ably carried out by his 
two right hand men, Neil Lepre and 
Art Curren, and their corps of loyal 
assistants—to all of them working 
together should go the credit for 
the inspiring record of Overbrook 
Dairy over this long period of years. 


HIR AT OVERBROOK

Records and Supervision 


N recent issues of this publication, we have been talk- 
| ing about records and their value ag indicated in publi 
sale prices and we have likewise been glad of the op- 
portunity to present letters on this subject from our read- 


ers. Additional letters of interest appear in this issue 
We invite further discussion through the Round Table 

We recognize, as Secretary Norton pointed out in his 
letter February 19, that the higher prices paid on the 
average for AR record cows and their offspring, doubt- 
less reflect other factors than the type of supervision 
given the records. These would include the size of the 
record, the standing and popularity of the family lines. 
etc. Perhaps if all our breeders, big and little, were tes'- 
ing their herds in the Herd Test or DHIA, we would 
find the same public acceptance and appreciation for high 
individual performances that we now get for AR rec 
ords. In fact, we feel certain it would be true for the 
general run of the records. 

In the higher brackets of production, the publi 
acceptance would be measured by the confidence felt it 
the owner and his employees, and that is not a sound 
situation from the standpoint of either the owner 0 
the breed. 


We went through that once before in the early days 
of the breed. Records were made upon the largely u! 
supported statement of the owner, after representins 
the production in terms of butter actually churned 
Sometimes there was a question of whether the butter 
would meet legal standards. 


The invention of the Babcock test, and the willin 
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. of the State Experiment Stations to provide the dis- 
ene 4 supervision of records under strict and uni- 
restored confidence in the production records, 

rovided the basis for the progress which the Hol- 
at ¥ dustry has made since those early days. High 
wee “i nak be so supervised as to be above reproach 
aia or they become meaningless. So long as 
. 4 are accepted as a basis for establishing values, 
ae temaptation will exist to “beat the game’’, human 
nature being what it is. 
. Neither the Herd Test nor the DHIA were set up as 
, vehicle for making records on individual cows. They 
aase intended to provide the owner with year-after- 
year information on the production of every member of 
his herd, for his own guidance in care and selection and 
the formulation of constructive breeding programs, and 
in general to improve herd management practices. Each 
ne their advantages along these lines. The Herd Test 
records are built up with somewhat more care during 
theit progress and publication in the Red Book makes 
them permanently available for public use in pedigrees 
and otherwise, which is a very important consideration 
to the breeder. The DHIA renders a number of services 
to the owner in the matter of feeding records, etc., that 
the Herd Test does not attempt to duplicate. 


In practice, however, owners use these records on in- 
dividual cows, as a basis of establishing values in selling 
ond in many cases to say that the care and effort expend- 
ed on some members of the herd are greatly different 
from What would be done if the same cows were on AR 
test, is not facing the matter realistically. Americans 
love a horse race, and in test work it is by no means con- 
fned to the boys who are making AR records. The 
issuance of individual lactation certificates in the Herd 
Test was not originally provided for; was an outgrowth 
popular demand later. DHIA does not regularly 
have that feature (except in publication of leading rec- 
ords and projects like the Illinois ‘500-lb. Cow Club’’) 
and individual records are stated and usually accepted 
pretty much on faith in the owner’s word. 

The Herd Test in our breed has shown consistent 
growth, year by year, but still represents only a small 
percentage of the breed. In fact, in spite of the ad- 
vantages it offers and the promotion given it by the As- 
sociation, there are probably at least three times as many 
registered Holsteins on test in DHIA as in the Herd Test. 
The records are so nearly comparable on fundamentals 
in their rules of supervision, that for the ordinary run 
of production, there is little to choose between them. 

Probably all standards of supervision are somewhat 
below par at the present time under war conditions. It 
is becoming increasingly difficult to secure experienced 
men for supervisors; many testing associations have been 
forced to suspend entirely; others have trained girls to 
take over and as they gain experience they seem to be 
doing all right. Some states even report difficulty in 
getting men enough to continue AR supervision. The 
current figures show a decrease in number of Associa- 
tions of 103, or 9.7%; a falling off of 3330 herds 
(13.8%) and 55,385 cows (9%) from January 1 of last

Perhaps it is not an opportune time to make any 
drastic change-over in our testing system. This war, 
however, will not last forever. It is equally certain that 
When hostilities cease and demobilization comes, we will 
have many disabled veterans who could handle a cow 
tester’s job very satisfactorily. 

Should we not be thinking seriously now about plans 
to increase our testing programs very greatly as a means 
of developing the greater production efficiency that will 
be more necessary than ever under post-war conditions? 
We again raise the question: would we not be farther 
ahead as a breed project to take the money we are now 
Spending each year in supervision and publication of our 
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own Herd Test records and use it instead to publish in 
form available for permanent reference the records of all 
registered Holstein cows completed in standard DHIA 
work? If all of the registered Holstein herds now in 
DHIA should transfer to our Herd Test, our Association 
would go broke trying to take care of them under the 
present system. 

We feel that the Board of Directors should carefully 
explore that field, and should then submit the whole re- 
port to an annual convention for full discussion and rec- 
ommendation. It seems to us more logical to combine the 
Herd Test and DHIA activities than to attempt to make 


the Herd Test fulfill all of the functions of Advanced 
Registry testing. 


Delegate Election in Progress 

HE list of delegate nominations, published in this 

issue, indicates a keen interest in the forthcoming 
Annual Convention. Only Arkansas failed to make a 
nomination. Without checking all the way back, we 
think this is the largest list of nominations in any year 
since the delegate system was adopted in 1922. 

The voting period extends to April 26, and all mem- 
bers are urged to vote. Ballots will very shortly be in 
the hands of all members. 

An interesting program is being arranged. The 
Brentwood Sale on Monday, June 5, will evidently be up 
to par in quality. You will be seeing more details on 
this in subsequent issues. Tuesday will be Open Forum 
day, with the annual banquet scheduled for that eve- 
ning. Wednesday, June 7, will be the Annual Conven- 
tion at which official action will be taken on the by-law 
amendments, election of officers and directors, and other 
matters. With last year’s convention omitted, the terms 
of eight directors, or exactly half of the Board, are ex- 
piring. By moving the banquet forward to Tuesday night, 
delegates will be able to get away on evening trains if 
they wish. 


The Neil House, Columbus, is headquarters for all 
convention activities. Doubtless reservations should be 
made as promptly as possible.

Milking Cows Eat Home Cooking 

The milking cows at Cottonade re- 
ceive home-mixed rations, put al! 
dry cows are fed Security Brand an 
Purina conditioner. All calves are 
raised on Security Brand calf mea) 
Mr. Holcombe’s system of raising 
calves is to use two nurse cows with 
three or four calves to the cow. They 
receive some calf meal the secon 
week and after six weeks are on calf 
meal exclusively, supplemented with 
fine hay, until they are five months 
of age. 

There is a very nice lake on the 
farm and below the flume I saw a 
small brick building. This, I learned, 
was the result of a very practical 
idea which Mr. Sutherland put to 
work. It was a miniature electric 
power plant, yet ample in size to fur- 
nish all the electric lights and power 
for the entire farm. It cost $3,000, 
and the upkeep is but a few dollars 
year. 

Another interest of Mr. Sutherland 
is the Cumberland Dairies, a dis- 
tribution company founded by him- 
self and the late Mr. R. B. Evans. 
another Fayetteville Holstein breed- 
er. The company has prospered and 
now supplies a large portion of the 
milk for Ft. Bragg, the largest ar- 
tillery camp in the world. 

When distribution matters are dis- 
cussed, they say there may be a good 
future for that also. if you will coun 
on the long pull. The per capita daily 
consumption of milk in the State is 
estimated to be not over one-half 
pint. Other Southern states in some 
cases consume even less; the several 
hundred thousand inhabitants of 
Rirmingham, for example, less that 
two-tenths of a pint. Thus, it !s 
argued, there is ample room for e™ 
pansion. 

My own feeling has been, however. 
that the flood of surplus milk that 
will some day engulf the North may 
have a more direct effect on the st@ 
bility of Southern markets than is 
generally anticipated. Sixty to se” 
enty per cent surplus was not Ut 
common for Spring months in the 
North before the war. and the ¥#

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pas increast 1 still more the North’s 
capacity for production. 

On the other hand, it is argued 
‘hat the present expanded production 
». the South would barely cover the 
normal pre-war consumption. The 
south has never yet produced as 
. uch milk as is consumed, although 
amazing increases in production are 
now taking place. 

. When one considers the _ great 
greas of land that are suitable for 
dairying and lacking only the humus 
ond fertility which Cottonade Farm 
has demonstrated the dairy cow helps 
and considering the longer 
pasture one must conclude 
shat the South’s production potential 
s enormous. 

To achieve a great dairy produc- 
tion industry, however, we must put 
first things first. We must learn to 
crow enormous quantities of rough- 
oa we must literally stuff the cows 
must breed far better 
cows in all breeds, and we must pro- 
duce clean milk that will command a 
place in the most discriminating mar- 
kets of the country.

If you could re- 
suire that she received no 
cognition until all her daughters 
had also A R records, that would be 
eyen better and really mean some- 
thing. 

As to HIR, under present circum- 
stances, it is often a farce and any- 
way, the owner is too big an element 
in the value of the test to make the 
records mean much. If he doesn’t 
want to read ear tags or decipher 
tattoos, there isn’t much the tester 
can do about it. I certainly can’t 
hold a struggling cow and dig the 
dirt and hair away from a tattoo and 
read it in the dark. And a tattoo is 
no proof of a cows identity anyhow, 
if an owner wants to be dishonest. 

Right now, testers are half-trained 
and constantly shifting, so any ad- 
vantages of HIR over DHIA are 
nullified. I wouldn’t know a thy- 
roid-doped cow from one in heat. 
Unless the owner tells me or the cow 
kicks a lot, I wouldn’t know a bad 
quarter from a caked or slack one. 
I admit I’m learning.

Mark Keeney purchased him 
before birth although at that time his sire, North Star 
Ozone Champion, was a young and unproven bull and 
the dam, Bell Farm Susie, just a heifer with a two-year- 
old record of 711 lbs. fat on 4X. Later she justified 
Mark’s faith in her by 858 lbs. fat as a junior four-year- 
old and 882.8 lbs. fat as a five-year old. The two near- 
est dams of Bell Farm Susie were wonderful old ‘‘White 
Susie’ and Mabel Segis Korndyke and it was on the 
basis of these three dams on the lower side of the pedi- 
gree that Suzone was selected, with the question marks 
on the sire’s side as of that time clearly recognized. 
Few herd sire purchases, regardless of method of selec- 
tion, have ever paid greater dividends. 
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Save and Sort Waste Paper 
N the rush of War Bond Drives, Red Cross War Fund 
campaigns and the big push tha now comes on the 
farms of America with the advent of spring, we may 
temporarily overlook the fact that it is still important 
to salvage a number of things for the war effort. Not the 


least of these is waste paper. Paper is vital, not only 
for printing but for wrapping and packaging and many 
other purposes. Wood pulp is critically short because of 
man power shortages. Salvaged paper is worked back 
into the manufacture of many kinds of paper products, 
and thus is filling an essential need. Too often it seems 
we read of local paper salvage drives being postponed, 
so that the impression is given that the matter is not 
very important. Housewives become disgusted with hav- 
ing so much of it lying around, and as a consequence 
sometimes stop saving it. 

WPB Chairman Donald Nelson now urges again the

importance of continuing this work witb«ut let-up. It is 
urged further that waste paper be sorted into separate 
bundles—newspapers, Magazines, wrapping paper and 
brown paper bags, and corrugated and cardboard boxes 
and cartons. This sorting will get into use more quickly 
because of short man-power for scrap dealers also.

INTHROP RUTHERFURD, 82, owner of Alla- 
muchy and Tranquillity Farms of New Jersey, 
died March 19 at his winter home in Aiken, South Caro- 
lina.

MINERAL OIL FOR BLOAT 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Having read two articles in recent issues of the 
World regarding kerosene for bloat, would like to give 
our experience. 

At our 4H Club Fair in 1942, one of the calves, which 
had been perfectly OK about an hour before (not our 
calf but one of the neighbor’s) came into the ring bloat- 
ed quite badly. When the judge (who was and is county 
extension director of Cherokee County) saw it he said, 
“Get a quart of mineral oil and give the calf that.’’ We 
went to town to get it and gave it to the calf, and within 
ten minutes the bloat was down. Now I figure this: 
Kerosene is apt to burn and blister whereas mineral oil 
is a bland product and in addition is a mild laxative, and 
helps to tone up the bowels and is not as liable to hurt 
the animal. We have had occasion to try it three times 
since and it worked like this every time. We think it is 
OK and it won’t hurt the animal that’s sure. You may 
publish this if you think it worthwhile.

Regarding bloat preventatives, I had always sup- 
posed that milk was the so-called ‘‘chaser’’ for the tur- 
pentine, kerosene, formalin or other hot-shot which 
might be administered. Then, I learned that the sheep- 
men gave milk alone as a bloat preventative. 

J. I. Quin from the Experiment Station at Onderste- 
poort, South Africa, suggests that foaming of the stom- 
ach contents is one of the causes of bloat. Dr. Hixon of 
our Plant Chemistry Department, tells me that in the 
evaporation of the liquid*in the production of dry starch, 
this same difficulty is encountered. And the thing they 
do to break the foaming in the evaporator is to dump in 
some milk. (I doubt if oleo will do). 

You might be interested in knowing that we tried 
giving a drench of an ounce of formalin (in water or 
milk, I forget which) to a cow with a rumen fistula. In 
a few days, the inner lining all sloughed off from the 
walls of rumen. Although she showed no other ill effects, 
this lookss like a pretty drastic treatment for bloat. 
Of course, a cow with a rumen fistula would be in no 
danger of bloating. Personally, I prefer turpentine in 
milk, or raw linseed oil. These are certainly less severe 
in their action.

RECENT ACHIEVEMENTS OF
